Reforestation is the single solu­ 


tion of the idle land problem in 
Pennsylvania, Dr. t i. A. Zeigler, di­ 
rector of the forest research insti­ 
tute, M ont Alto, declares. 
Pour million acres, or one-seventh 
of the entire state area, are 
idle 
and should be put to work, because 
this huge acreage of non-productive 
land is increasing county tax sales 
to a degree th at Ls alarming, it is 
pointed out. 
According to Dr. Zeig­ 
ler, it is the duty of the state to as­ 
sume lead ersh ip in reforesting the 
idle 
land 
in 
the 
commonwealth, 
particularly some two million acres 
of abandoned cleared farmland. 
He 
proposes a program of state-wide 
reforestation under the leadership 
of the com m onwealth, with coun­ 
ties and municipalities encouraged 
to take part in the movement. 
More than 
three 
and 
one-half 
million acres have been abandoned 
by Pennsylvania farm ers during the 
past 
quarter 
century.

United S tates census reported that 
during the 
five-year period 
1925-

Normally Pennsylvania consumes

lumber each year and less than one- 
sixth of this am ount is cut within 
her borders. 
As much as $100,000 - 
000 worth of wood is bought outside 
the state by our people annually in 
normal years 
Dr. Ziegler believes th at Pennsyl­ 
vania's idle land can be reforested 
as a self-liquidating public work He 
com pares the problem in Pennsyl­ 
vania to th at in New York state 
where the legislature has pledged 
$1,000,000 a year for the next twenty 
years to retain its idle lands and 
restore its forest industries. 
He believes th at a ten-year plan 
of state-w ide reforestation in Penn­ 
sylvania would 
in years to come 
support m any forest industries th at 
are now- 
idle 
or 
abandoned 
and 
would give considerable work to un­ 
employed labor, as well as help de­ 
crease the rapid rise of tax delin­ 
quency In m any of our counties.

He selected a lovely spot beisde a great tree in a little town in 
M assachusetts, and there b u ilt him a home as he w anted it to be—looking 
over a vast and beautiful country. And from th a t spot, as a centre, he 
moves about to the fields, th e forests, and to hum ble hom es—giving and 
gaining in happiness. 
There is so much th a t is m eans for us. so m uch th a t actually invites 
us to partake of its beauty and nourishment. 
How m uch we ignore, or 
pass by. unthinkingly! 
Every beautiful day th a t d r awns was meant for us—for you and for 
me, for everybody. 
There is much more m ean t for us in Ellis world th a n we ever come 
to realize, and daily we pass by gifts that, might have enriched our whole 
lives. 
Golden birthrights are vouchsafed to us each day. 
All meant for

‘ From the standpoint of health, 
the community market seems to be 
the most 
practical 
and 
efficient 
methor of feeding the unemployed 
yet tried,” Dr. Theodore B. Appel, 
secretary of health, said today. This 
plan was recently approved by the 
state emergency 
relief 
board and 
will make the 
available 
funds go 
farther and give the greatest pos­ 
sible return. 
It will not only keep 
the people alive, but also healthy, 
according to Dr. Appel. 
The ration issued is based on the 
health needs of adults as 
well as 
children and contain all the needed 
varieties of nourishment 
in 
their 
proper proportion. 
This’ is 
done 
under the advice of trained food ex­ 
perts and those receiving 
it 
are 
shown how best to prepare it. 
It is the general 
belief 
of 
all 
health experts that the present in­ 
creasing undernourishment 
among 
the children of the

checked will have 
serious 
effects 
upon the 
general 
health of the 
state. 
A recent survey among 1000 
children of the unemployed in one 
of the state’s cities showed nearly 
50 per cent under par and 42 per 
cent needing medical care as well 
as better food.
